Immediately after the death of

Clerk's wish ae expressed tfcroiUlgh 
•his swn that there be no iularrup- 
tion of congress in its cloning days, 


finimieddately on reconvening af- 
ter the 30-nMmites-Tecess'tiip itooae 
adopted a -resolution providing for 
the payment to Mrs. Clark of a 
yearls salary totalling about |9,000. 


Although 
Champ 
Clark was 


known as a Missoorian he was bom 
in Anderson. Ky., on March 7, 1850. 
He was 
christened 
James Beau- 


champ Clark, bnt early in life he 
reduced this to Champ Clark. His 
first work as a farm hand, clerk in 
a general store, and en a country 
newspaper. 


He was educated at Kentucky 


University and Bethany College, 
and the Cincinnati Law School. For 
a short time ho was president of 
Marshall College, and, at 22, held 
the record of being fte youngest 
college president 
in the 
United-

Stolowski Resolution Wins 


Step in Assembly 


49 to 44 


PROVIDES FOR F U N D S 


Woald Give State Rijfht to En- 


gage in Operation of 


Storage Houses 


A resolution to amend the state 


constitution so that the state piay 
engage in the operation of storage 
houses and warehouses was sent to 
engrossment in the house on Wed- 
nesday by a vote of 49 to 44. This 
is the first time that the house has 
made the record Tote in favor of 
extending tie money of the state to 
those enterprises. 


The Stolowski resolution declares 


that "the state may appropriate 
money for the purpose of acquiring, 
constructing and operating storage 
houses, warehouses and grain elevat- 
ors." 


Two weeks ago this resolution was 


considered but action was delayed. 
Finally last week the resolution was 
killed by, a tie vote. It was then that 
a motion was made that it be recon- 
sidered. 


Dahl Urges Passage. 


..Assemblyman. Robert Caldwell, 
Lodi, and C. E. Tuffiey, Boscobei, 
made 
the principal 
arguments 


against the resolution. Assembly- 
man John Dahl urged its passage. 


Friends of this legislation are not 


as much in favor of the Stolowski 
resolution as they are in favor of 
the Arnold resolution, 
which was 


recommended for passage by the ju- 
diciary committee 
of the 
senate 


Wednesday. The Stolowski resolu- 
tion only gives the state the right 
to appropriate money, while the Ar- 
nold resolution gives the state pow- 
er to lend its credit. 


An emergency appropriation bfll 


of 161,000 for the superintendent of 
public property, was passed by gen- 
ate and assembly. It was explained 
that a large number of employes in 
the capital would be without pay 
checks for February until this bill 
was finally passed. 


The Nye bill making any person 


passing the board of public health 
examination- qualified to act as a 
public health none, and the Bird 
bill taking off minor restrictions on 
the issuance of preferred stock by 
pr^lic service corporations were al- 
so engrossed and then passed by the 
senate. 


The senate judiciary committee re- 


ported the Arnold home rule bffl for 
cities and villages for passage. It 
will be placed on next week's calen- 
dar. 
A petition for the passage-, of 


the biH was received from Ae com- 
mon council of Milwaukee. 


The senate passed the Morris bill 


Wednesday to confirm and legalize 
the plat of St. George Height* in the 
26th ward of Milwaukee. This bili 
now goes to the assembly for con- 
currance. 


The senate passed (b* Peterson 


bnl providing that upon application 
of parents of 26 children between 4 
and 6, the school district shall es- 
tablish a kindergarten. An amend- 
ment offered by Sen. Conant pro- 
vides that it shall be discontinued 
if the attendance falls below 20. 


The senate engrossed and then

Consolidation of state departments 


aa suggested by Gov. John J. Elaine 
in his special message to th« legis- 
lature was one of the leading top- 
ics among members of the legisla- 
ture- today. 
From present indica- 


tions a legislative committee, will 
probably bo appointed to main a 
survey of the different departments 
to ascertain if any 
departmental 


commissions can be changed from 
a membership of thret to a member- 
ship of one. Sen. Henry E. Roethe, 
Fennimore, is one of the men inter- 
ested in seeing the number of 
< -m 


missions reduced. Gov. Blaine de 
clared that boards and commissions 
of tho capitol had been continually 
increasing and that in the past six 
years there has been an increase of 
SO per cent. He suggested that those 
boards and commissions which do 
not exercise quasi judicial functions 
be changed from a multiple member- 
ship to single membership. 


Some of the boards and commis- 


sions which it seems probable may 
be reduced, judged front-talk among 
members of the legislature today, 
are; the conservation 
commission, 


which now has a 
membership of 


thrte; state board of conciliation, 
of three; state tax commission of 
three; state history commission of 
three, and a dozen other 
depart- 


ments of like nature. 


"You caii read and reread the con- 


stitution but I challenge yon to find 
one sentence in it that 
mentions 


boards and commission!," said Gtu. 
H. E. Roethe on Wednesday, "I am 
of the opinion that we should get 
back to a 
system of government 


whereby responsibility can be fixed. 
Many of the 
present boards and 


commissions can be reduced to sin- 
gle membership and there are some 
boards and commissions that can be 
abolished. 
I think that wherever 


possible these board and commissions 
should be reduced and we 
should 


have a system of 
government in 


Wisconsin whereby there will not be 
divided responsibility but a single re- 
sponsibility." 


It does not seem likely that the 


railroad commission will be disturb- 
ed in its present membership. Scores 
of petitions are coming in, however, 
from many sections of the state, es- 
pecially from working men's organ- 
izations, asking for the repeal of 
the railroad commission law. The 
cities of Racine, Oshkosh, Manitowoc 
and Wisconsin Rapids h~ve already 
filed such petitions. This commis- 
sion, however, exercises quasi judi- 
ciaJ powers the same as the Indus- 
trial commission and it is not likely 
that the law'creatlng either of these 
commissions will be disturbed. New 
appointments, however, are to be 
made on each of these commissions.

The Hanson anti-profiteering

Following is the resolution:

"WHEBEAS, Unscrupulous, mer- 


ciless, and prolonged profiteering in 
the necessities of lift bai been tht 
cause of much suffering and hard- 
ship among the people, contributing 
much to industrial and social unrest 
in the cities and in the country, and 


"WHEREAS, The people of Wis- 


consin have long tried to correct 
these oppressive conditions, and to 
punish the profiteers, but without 
success because the situation was 
brought about by condition* 
be-, 


yond the control of the administra- 
tive, legislative, or legal agencies 
of the state, and 


"WHEREAS, The neeataltiw of 


life are controlled by great corpor- 
ations which are interstate ~in char- 
acter and can only be reached by 
the legislative, administrative, and 
legal agencies of the federal gov- 
ernment, and 


"WHEREAS, Wlncouihi i» pecul- 


iarly in a defenseless position be- 
cause there are not in this .state to 
any appreciable degree any of the 
great monopolies, such as coal mines 
or oil wells. Not only is the control 
of these natural monopolies in the 
hand* of great corporate interests, 
but monopolistic control of th« 
great basic industries producing 
many of the essentials of life has 
also developed and 
is progressing 


rapidly. The prices for farm ma- 
chinery, for extras and repairs are 
permitted, for example, to be held 
up to war levels, or actually advanc- 
ed even to the extent of one hun- 
dred per cent, while on the other 
hand the prices of farm products 
decline in many cases far below the 
cost of production of tho farm 
products, and 


"WHEREAS, The State is de- 


fenseless and helpless, and without 
hope of a remedy without the coop- 
eration of the federal Government. 
The state cannot interfere with in- 
terstate commerce. It cannot reach 
the great packers. It cannot regu- 
late the price of sugar. It cannot 
regulate 
the profits on 
woolen 


clothing. It cannot 
control great 


interstate organizations. It cannot 
affect the price of coal. In short, it 
is helpless to protect iteelf against 
much of the sources of our present 


trouble. Tht stat* is willing to do 
Its part In the market bill and

as.it. may go. Therefore, 


"BE IT RESOLVED by the As- 


sembly, the Senate concurring that 
the federal government must as- 
sume the great and obvious duty 
resting upon it in the present situ- 
ation. It must givi us more vigor- 
ous and more effective administra- 
tion of the laser we now have and it 
must give us through the courts the 
protection as will come from the 
imposition of prison sentences 
as 


well as fines upon the. profiteers. It 
must give n«, further, such legisla- 
tion aa is necessary to insure us 
against the tyranny of uncontrolled 
monopoly upon the 
necessities qf 


life; and be it further 


"RESOLVED, That we hereby pe-

Abolition of crew in 1914 came

training. 
Since that 
time 
the 


length of the Jpoughkeepaie coarse 
has been shortened to three miles 
and the appended statment of Dr. 
Robert Van Valzah was presented 
to tie faculty in order to make 
clear the attitude of the depart- 
ment of clinical' medicine on the 
point of improper training: 


The department of clinical medi- 


cine joins with the athletic round' 
in recommending t$ie reinstatement 
of rowing as an inteneoUegiaie 
sport, 
"In out original recommendation 


for abolishment of rowing 
as a 


sport, main stress w*s laid upon 
the physical condition at the men, 
and our opinion that actual harm 
had been done to a considerable 
num/ber of them through improper 
training. 
Contributory factors, as 


affecting the condition of the men 
are the facts that very few of the 
men had had any previous experi- 
ence in watermanship and that the 
period of open water for fcractie* 
was very short before the men were 
thrown into actual intercollegiate 
competition. 


"Since, in the opinion of thi 


coach, these two latter conditions 
can be surmounted and' due to the 
fact that, witfti the addition of Dr 
MeanweH to the staff, close medica 
supervision of tihe men can be sys- 
tematically carried out, we make 
the present recommendation."

Not only is Mr. Chesterton a great writer but he is a 


unique figure in the literary field. Probably the most breezy 
description ever mitten of Mr. Chesterton was by his fnend, 
A G. Gardiner, then editor of the Daily News of London. The 
following extracts from that sketch are taken from Mr. Gar- 
diner's book "Prophets, Priests, and Kings." 


"Walking down Fleet Street some day you may meet a form 


whose vastness blots out the heavens. Great waves of hair, 
Burje from under the soft, wide-brimmed hat A cloak that 
mteht be a legacy from Porthos floats about his eoloesal frame. 
Be pause* in the midst of the pavement to read the book m lus 
hand, and a cascade of lati-hter descending from the head notes 
»f the middle voice gushes out on the listening air. He looks 
top adjusts his pince-nez, observes that he is not in a cab, re- 
members that he ought to be in a cab, tarns and haite a cab. 
The vehicle sinks down under the unusual burden and rolls heav- 
My away. It carries Gilbert Keith Chesterton. 
^ "Mr. Chesterton is the most conspicuous figure in the land- 
**pe of literary London. He is like a visitor out of some fairy 
£3e, a legend in the flesh, a survival of the childhood of the 
w«Hd. Most of us are the creatures of our time, thinking its 
thoughts, wearing its clothes, rejoicing in its chains. If we try 
to -scape from the temporal tyranny, it is through the gate of 
revolt that we go. Some take to asceticism or to some fantastic 
foppery of the moment. Some invent Utopias, lunch on nuts 
•nd proteid at Eustace Miles,' and flaunt red ties defiantly in 
tte face of men and angels. The world is bond, but they are 
free. But in all this they are still the children of our time, fleet- 
tnv and self-conscious. Mr. Chesterton's extravagances have 
none of this quality. He is not a rebel. He is a wayfarer from 
the ages, stopping at the inn of life, warming himself at the fire 
and making the rafters ring with his jolly laughter. * * 


"You may tap any subject you like: he will find it a theme 


on which to hang all the mystery of time and eternity. For the 
material cares of life he has no taste, almost no consciousness. 
He never knows the time of a train, has a hazy notwm of where 
he will dine, and the doings of tomorrow are as profound a mys- 
tery as the contents of his pockets. He dwells outside these 
things in the realm of ideas. Johnson said that when he and 
Savage walked one night round St. James' Square for want of a 
lodging, they were not at all depressed by their situation, but, 
in high spirits and brimful of patriotism, traversed the square 
for several hours, inveighed against the ministry, and Resolved 
that they would stand by their country.' That is Mr. Chester- 
ton's way. But he would not walk around St. James Square. 
He would, in Johnson's circumstances, ride round and round in 
a cab—even if he had to borrow the fare off the cabman. He 
Js free from the tyranny of things. Though he lived in a tub 
he would be rich beyond the dreams of avarice, for he would 
Still have the universe for his intellectual inheritance."

"^ROPAGANDA productions have been unwelcome to moving 
|l 
picture producers until very recently. "People go to the 


iheater to be entertained. They don't want to be lectured," has 
been their argument. But now this attitude is chanjfing. The 
National Association of the Motion Picture Industry has an 
"Americanism Committee" to push production of strictly propa- 
ganda pictures. The committee's idea of "Americanism" is an 
unquestioning, docile acceptance of economic conditions as they 
Jure, and an irresistible inclination to indulge in unrestrained vio- 
lence toward all who would better them. The committee believes 
furthermore that this is the spirit that Congress wishes to prop 
agate, for the Publicity Director of the Metro Pictures Corpora- 
tion of Now York City puts at the head of his announcements to 
the press that the work is "in co-operation with the Congress of 
the United States." 


It takes at least two to co-operate. So, according to the 


Metro Pictures Corporation, Congress is co-operating in a bur- 
lesque performance. For instance, one of the plays, entitled, 


i "Strangers Beware," has for its hero the familiar libelous stage 


caricature of an Irishman who spends his spare time about a 
pool room, but one evening attends a mass meeting at which a 
lecture is announced on "Why there 3s so much poverty in Amer- 
ica." His sweetheart is worried about his going to so "dan- 
gerous" a place. Later in the evening she passes by the hall, 
and noting a disturbance inside, calls the police. The officers 
find that the hero has singlehanded thrashed the entire audience. 
His excuse is that "these thievin' foreigners were knockin' 
America." 


The phy may portray an example of reel Americanism, 


but certainly not of the real article. If Congressmen are co- 
operating in efforts to discourage discussion of the cause of 
poverty in America they ought to tell their constituents so. 
Since a majority of these constituents are poor, they ought to 
warn them that such discussion renders participants liable to the 
charge of "knockin' America" and to the penalty of physical as- 
snult by any ignorant hoodlum. If it is not true that this propa- 
ganda is in co-operation with Congress, then there should be a 
congressional investigation of the "Americanism Committee" 
to determine whether some financial interest, not otherwise con- 
nected with motion pictures, is not responsible for such produc- 
tions. An interest which objects to free discussion of the cause 
of American poverty must b« profiting from economic misfbr-
